jifeSMtBe* From the Sea. 
A bottle dispatched from the .<!te.im- 
■hip Quildhall onM«y 81, 1894, when 
in 40 degrees north, 81 degrees west, 

almo.st midway between Brest and New- 
foundland, was picked up on Feb. 18, 
1890, at Antigua, after a drift of about 
4,500 miles. It had evidently passed 
close to the Azores, the Canary i.-lauds 
and the Cape Verdes on tbe way. An- 
other, thrown overboard from tbe sloop 
Sapollo on July 20." 1892, traveled cast- 
ward toward the Azores, aud thence, as 
in the previous instance, until it was re- 
covered near Turk's island, north of 
Haiti, on Feb. 8, 1896, after a drift of 
nearly 6,000 miles. 

A bottle message from the sailing 
ship St. Enoch is probably the most in- 
teresting of the 83 drifts shown on the 
United States chart. It was sent oflf 
when some 700 miles west of Sierra 
Leone, under the infiucnce of the well 
known Guinea current, setting eastward 
on to the African land. The master of 
this vessel noted on the message that 
she had experienced an easterly onrrent 
of :w miles during the previous day. 
Henco there is reason to suppose that 
this met-senger was swej)! eastward un- 
til some incident occurred to transfer it 
to a current setting in a westerly direc- 
tion. Once on the latter route, however, 
it pa.sscd leisurely alouj^ through tho 
passages of the Windward isb s, e.'-cap- 
ing contact with any land, fcjlhnved tho 
trend of the Atlantic coast of North 
America till clear of Newfoundland, 
and thence onward to Tot(.brongb Walls, 
Shetland islands, where it was found 
on March 20, 1896, after having occom- 
pli.-hed a record drift of nearly h.qOO 
miles iu less than 1,000 days. — Cham- 
bera' Journal. 



EAItLY ARITHMETICS. 

•tragglM off tho Pilgrim Childrm With 
Ona of tbe "K's." 

Next to penmanship the colonial 
school and schoolmaster took firm stand 

on "ciphering." "The Bible and fig- 

gers is what I want my boys to know, " 
said the old farmer. I have examined 
withcarea Wingato's Arithmetic which 
was used for over a century iu the Wins- 
low family in Massachusetts. The first 
edition was printed in 1630. It is cer- 
tainly bewildering to a mddem reader. 
"Pythagoras— His Table" is, of course, 
our multiplication table. Then comes 
"The Kulo of Three," "The Double 
Golden Bale," "The Rule of Fellow- 
ship," "The Rule of False," etc., end- 
ing with "a collection of pleasant and 
polite questions to exercise all the parts 
of vulgar arithmotick. " 

Wiugato's Arithmetic and Hodder's 
Airthmetio were succeeded by Pike's 
Arithmetic. This had a<i3 rules to 
be committed to memory, and not an 
explanation was given of one of them. 
It is the most barren ichoolbook I 
hiive ever read. These printed arith- 
metics were not in common use. Near- 
ly all teachers had manuscript "sum 
books," from which tho soholars copied 
page after page of "sums," too often 
without any explanation of the process, 
though there were also many and long 
rules, which helped the penmanship if 
thoy did not the mathematics.— Ghau- 
tauquan. 

How Koyitlty Diincea' In Ilalli'.. 

Many of the members of the Euglish 
royal family are known to take a keen 
interest in the drama, some of them 
even delighting to take part in the the- 
atrical performances. As far as is 
known, however, tlioy have never in- 
dulged iu ballot dancing on their own 
account. It was different, however, iu 
the days of Henry VIII, for that jovial 
monarch of the many wivea actually 
encouraged bis daughter, tbe Princeu 
Mary, to appear before tbe court as the 
principal danoer in several ballets and 
pantomimes. When the primess lirst 
appeared in one of these ballets, she 
wore a black crape mask in the charac- 
ter of an Ethiopian prinoeas, but she 
soon became emboldened and freely took

Princess Mary apjieared before the 
French embassudurs at (ireenwich pal- 
ace iu the spring of 1527 with five of 
her ladies in waiting, disguised in Ice- 
landic dresses, and the contemporary 
chrouieb s infurm us that, with six lords 
iu the co.stuni(^ of the same country, she 
"danced lustily abi.ut the hall." At 
another banquet and masque, before tho 
game embassadors, the Princess Mary 
issued from a cate with her seven wom- 
en all appareled after the Roman fash- 
iuu in rich cloth of gold and crimson 
tiubi l. Their hair was wrapped in cauls 
of gold, with bonnets of crimson velvet, 
set full of pwjrls and precious stones. 
Mary and her ladies then danced a bal- 
let with eight lorda— New York Trib- 
une.

Tho conso- 
queuoe is that tbe newspapers of largest 
circulation, published in tbe great cen- 
ters of population where most votes are 
cast, are less and less organs of opinion, 
especially in America. In fact, in somo 
cases the advertisers uso their infiueucc, 
which is great and which tho increas- 
ing competition between newspapers 
makes all the greater, to prevent the ux- 
prt ssiou in newspapers of what is prob- 
ably the jirevailing local view of men or 
events. Tlu re aro not many newspapers 
which can aHord to dkfy a large udver- 
tiaer.

"Personal observation has taught 
me," said a Cuban cigar dealer to a 
Star reporter, "that not one person in a 
hundred knows how to smoke a oigar 
to enjoy it thoroughly. For instanoe, 
most men, after buying their cigars, 
stick them between their teeth and 
gnaw tho cuds o(T recklessly, thereby 
tearing and loo.sening the wrapper. 
Then tbey light their cigars and pulf 
away as if their very lives depended 
upon finishing them iu a hurry. Thoa 
treated the finest cigar will bnm icrag- 
ularly, and the smoker will, llbM ttlWM 
out of ten, lay the i)lameon the dgar. 
The cigar may bu to blome^ bnt in most 
eases tho f.ault UM IB tlM WMJ it bas 
been handled. 

"After a cigar baa been bought the 
end should be cnt amootbly off by a 
clipper or sharp knife. Uie rererse end 
should then bo pl.iced in tho mouth and 
tbo cigar blown through. This removes 
all tho littlo particles of dust which 
cannot he avoided in tho manufacture 
and prevents them from being inhaled 
into the throat and from producing 
coughing. The cigar should then be 
lighted, aud particular attention should 
be pai<l to its being thorouj;hly ignited 
all over the surfaco of the eud. Then 
instcail of pulling away like a steam en- 
gine tho smokor will find that three or 
four puffs every minute make the best 
way to enjoy tbe dgar. Tbe imoke 
should be kept in the month a short 
time iu order to appreciate the flavor of 
tiio tobaooa Then it abonld be emitted 
slowly. 

"In case one side of the cit:ar should 
burn and leave a ragged edge on tbe 
other dde it is not neoesiary to relight 

it, as I often see many people do. A 
gentle blow through the cig.»r toward 
the lighted eud will i^'nite the ragged 
side, aud it will burn regularly. Smok- 
ing this way is a pleasure. It frets me 
to see a man smoking a oigar who doea 
not know bow to enjoy it, and I often 
feel like giving him a few worda of ad- 
vice and would do so were it not for 
tho fear of offending bim."— Washing- 
ton Star.

And now, in tlie light of recent devel- 
opments, there may be discerned a con- 
firmation of this, declaration, witli the 
happy accompaniment of reciprocity on 
the part of this country. It is the liist 
step towards universal peace. Not, per- 
haps, beatific peace founded upon the 
Ciolden Rule, but its necessary forerun- 
ner, constrained peace. I am far from

Between Charges Per Carrying Mail Matter 
■■ilsprt>>s Matter-litem^ 
iug Figures. 

It is shown by the recent speeches in 
Congress of John J. Lents, of Ohio, and 
other Democrats, that we are paying the 
railroads SlOO a ton for carrying mail 
matter an average haul of 448 miles, and 
that the express companies are carrying 
similar freight the same distance on the 
railroads for $20 a ton, and that the ex- 
press companies get the railroads to carry 
the same tliat distance for t8 a ton, or 
one-twentieth of what they carry it for 
the government. 

It is true that they carry this freight to 
the railroail depots and from the points 
of destination to tUeir othces and send 
an employe along with it to care for it, 
but the United States fJoverniiient pays 
for carrying mail matter to the railroad 
dc])ots and from them to the postofiices 
and send with it a mail agent to take 
care of it. 

We are thus paying the railroads twen- 
ty times as much as the express compa- 
nies pay them for transporting the same 

amount of similar freight with the .same 
rapidity. In addition to this we are rent- 
laf over 1,000 railroad mail cars and pay- 
inj; annually rents equal to tluir full 
cost. ' These facts have not been denied 
by the Postoffice Department or by the 
friends of the railroads in Congress.

Anlmkl Colnnisti. 

Dnr;ng the last few year.* the demand 
for pedigree English cattle for ArRcn- 
tina has been enormous. Shorthorns, 
Herefords and Devons have been- im- 
ported weekly, and a crossbred English 
stock now fills the "corrals" of the 
fjreat beef aud bovril companies of the 
Rio de la Plata. In North America this 
Anglicizing process has .spread to all the 
states of tbe Union. Half bred Herefords 
and Shorthorns are taking tbe place of 
tbe common cattle of the States on near- 
ly all the ranches of the beef producing 
districfs, and the coloniziiig-capacity of 
different ].'i;f,'lisli lirnd.s is recommcnd- 
iug them for .s;,ecial di.stricts. Thus the 
Devon bulls are purcbasid for ranches 
where the search for posttire and water 
needs special activity and endurance, 
and red "polled" or hornless Sulfolks 
are use d where cattle are being bred for 
tnui.sit by rail or ship because the ab- 
sence of horns i.s then convenient. Even 
tropical Brazil follows the fashion, and 
English Jersey cows are seen demurely 
walking through the forest paths by the 
coffee plantationa and English tenriers 
and pug dogaiiioiitbe lapaot Braiilian 
ladies. 

Whether the Jersey cattle will nmlti- 
ply on the planters' estates time will 
show, but the spread of our colonizing 
animals, which are now invading simnl- 
tanconsly tbe plains of Patagonia and 
the north Canadian territory, does not 
limit its proKrcs.s to the direction of the 
poles. In India the English horse bo- 
comes a colonist by second intention, in 
the form of the "waler, " a sounder and 
stronger animal than the majority of 
British hackneys. His valne, as oom- 
pared with the native breeds of Asia, is 
still undetermined, but we mast accept 
his presence nud survival as • ffeot.— 
London Spectator. 

Soap. 

The first distinct mention of soap 

now extant is by Pliny, who speaks of 
it as an invention of the Gauls; but bo 
that as it may, tlie use of soap for wash- 
ing purposes is f)f f^reat anti<iuity. In the 
ruins of Pompeii a cumplote soap man- 
ufactory was found, aud the utensils 
and some soap were in a tolerable state 
of preservation. The Gallic soap of 
eighteen centuries ago was prepared 
from fat and wood ashes, particularly 
the ashes from beech wood, which wood 
was very common in France as well as 
in England. Soap is spoken of by writ- 
ers from the second century, but the 
Saracens were the first people to bring 
it into j;eneral use as an external cleans- 
ing medium. Tlio use of soup is thus 
described: "When examined chemical- 
ly, the skin is found to be composed of 
a substance analogous to dried white of 
egg; in a word, albumen. Kow, albu- 
men is soluble in the alkalies, and 
when soap i:j used for washing the skin 
the t xcess of alkali combines with tho 
oily fluid with which the skin is natu- 
rally bedewed, removes it in tbe form of 
on emulsion, and with a portion of the 
dirt Another portion of the alkali soft- 
ens and dissolves the suprrflcial stratum 
of the skin, aud when this is rubbed olT 
tho rest of tht; dirt di.sitppears. So that 
every washing of tbe skin with soap re- 
moves tbe old fiieeof the skin and leaves 
a new one, and were the process repeat- 
ed to excess the latter would become 
attennated. ' '—Philadelphia Ledger. 

The FaiiiouH PariH Garret. 

There are few persons interested in 
things literary who being in Paris with- 
in the last 10 or IS years can have fail- 
ed to hear of the garret of M. de Oon- 
court. M. de Goncourt himself would 
perhaps have preferred people to say the 
garret of "tho br(jthers ( Joncourt, " al- 
though, as is well known, tho iustitu- 
tion was originated and flourished only 
after the death of the yotmger brother. 
The "garret" speoifloally was a charm- 
ing room, half hall, half library, on tbe 
third floor of the little Louis XVI hotel 
at Auteuil which M. Edmoiid de Qou- 
court occupied during the whole latter 
part of bis life; geuerically it was the 
meeting together of kindred spirits, of 
disciples and admirers and friends of 
the old maitre, the germ of the academy 
which it was Edmond de Goncourt's 
dream to establish in opptjsition to the 
academy of the 40 immortals, and the 
nursery, as it were, where talents were 
grown to i(ipeness for the honor of ad- 
mission to that same especial academy.
